Duke’s 
history is firmly rooted in Heber 
Valley. His. great-grandfather, 
William Wallace Casper, was in 
the Mormon Battalion and 
arrived in Salt Lake City in 1845. 

His grandfather, James

first settlers of Charleston. His 
other great-grandfather, James 
Bean, was one of the first settlers 
of Provo, arriving in 1849. 

Duke is the oldest resident of 
Charleston, and the last surviv- 
ing sibling of nine children. He 
spent his childhood working in 
the fields of Charleston, board- 
ing with local dairy farmers 
earning money to contribute to 
nis family. He graduated 
Wasatch High School and served 
n World War II. 


He landed at Omaha Beach- 
head at Normandy, and served 
as a Forward Scout across the 
European Theatre. His last battle 
was the Battle of the Bulge; he 
has received many decorations 
for his service to his country. 

Duke married Colleen 
Boulden Nov. 7, 1945, and to- 
gether they raised six children. 
He retired from the United Park 
City Mines Company and devot- 
ed his time to his first love, 
ranching. Until his health no 
longer allowed, he was active in 
his community, serving as water 
master for Charleston for many 
years. He worked for the Utah 
Cattleman’s Association after 
leaving the mines and loved rid- 
ing in the mountains and desert. 

Although 90 years old, his 
spirit and thirst for life remain an 
inspiration to his children and 
numerous grand- and great- 
grandchildren. 

A birthday celebration is 
planned, and his family expects, 
as always, he will be the life of 
the party.
